President Roosevelt, Prime Ministci Churchill and Premier Stalin 
announced the action, signifying approval of the United States, Brit­ 
ain and Russia. Marshal Pietro Badoglio of Italy notified Gen. Eisen­ 
hower, supreme Allied commander in Italy, of his government's de­ 
cision to light for her former ally.

The Allies have driven the Ger­ 
mans from about a third of Italy. 
! but the enemy holds Rome and 
the important industrial areas and 
air fields in the north. 
Italy reentered the war under 
, the Allied banner at a time when 
the British Eighth army on her 
Adriatic coast was throwing pa­ 
trols vigorously to the west in tile 
: direction of Rome. and also ad­ 
vancing north of Tcrmoli. 
Badoglio’s proclamation 
lam­ 
basted “German 
arrogance 
and 
ferocity.” 
“ We had already seen some ex­ 
amples of their behavior in the 
abuses of power, robbery and vio­ 
lence of all kinds perpetrated in 
Catania while they were still our 
Allies,’’ he said, “even more sav­ 
age incidents against our unarmed 
populations took place in Calabria.

Less And Poorer Gasoline Likely

WASHINGTON, Oct.

by the Office of War Information

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Portugal Big Help To Allies 
In Giving Bases on Azores 
From Which To Fight Subs 


Portugal's sturdy move in per­ 
mitting the Allies 
to 
use 
the 
Azores as a base was given as a 
powerful 
new 
weapon 
with 
which to combat the U-boat men­ 
ace, but one of the most impres­ 
sive aspects of the concession is 
the fact 
that 
this 
pcanut-size 
country is the first of the little 
European neutrals lo look Hitler 
squarely in the 
eye 
and 
say. 
“Who’s afraid of 
the 
big. 
bad 
wolf?" 
The British press today is spec­ 
ulating hopefully whether Portu­ 
gal may be the fpear-head to 
open the way for other neutrals 
and non-belligerents. So far as 
Europe is concerned. Sweden and 
Turkey are possibilities. And we 
shouldn't overlook the small Axis 
satellites—Bulgaria. Rumania and 
Hungary—which are eagerly try­ 
ing to find an escape from Hit­ 
ler’s clutch. 
Some observers also seem to 
feel that 
Portugal’s 
action 
in 
granting a base in the Azores, 
while still maintaining neutral­ 
ity on Hie continent, establishes 
a precedent under which Russia 
might lease the Allies air bases 
in Siberia, thereby immeasurably 
shortening the war against Japan. 
Certainly the precedent is inter­ 
esting and perhaps useful, but I 
think we may take it for granted 
that any such move by Russia 
would be premised on a mutually 
satisfactory understanding on ail 
disputed points 
at 
the coming 
Moscow conference among rep­ 
resentatives of the big three— 
Russia, Britain and America. 
From the military standpoint 
the Azores are a Godsend to the 
Allies. There has been a “blind 
spot" in the Atlantic submarine 
warfare which neither American 
nor British land-based warplanes 
could reach because of the great 
distance. The Allied aerial as­ 
sault on the U-boats has been 
devastating when the submer­ 
sibles were within range of our 
east coast or the British Isles, but 
this blind spot has provided a 
fruitful if 
not 
happy 
hunting 
ground for Hitler’s under-water 
pack. Warplanes based on the 
Azores can reach this area, and 
the protection will be particu­ 
larly useful for our convoys go­ 
ing through the Mediterranean— 
a vastly important feature. 
Ifs just a matter of extreme 
satisfaction that we have this 
development just as Secretary of 
the Navy Knox returns to his 
desk in Washington after his vvar- 
zone tour to warn that the re­ 
newed warfare of 
the 
German 
submarines in the North Atlantic 
is “very serious." 
“Let’s not make a mistake about 
it." said the secretary. “Subma­ 
rine warfare will be serious to 
the end of the war." 
Germany’s reaction to Portu­ 
gal’s move is awaited with keen 
interest. Up to this writing. Ber­ 
lin has been moving with ex­ 
treme 
caution. 
German 
radio 
spokesmen have been trying to 
minimize the importance of the 
event, saying that Lisbon’s gen­ 
eral foreign policy presumably 
will be unaltered, which is to 
say Portugal doesn't intend to 
make war on Germany. 
However, it cannot but have a 
dampening effect on 
the 
Ger­ 
mans to see this further demon­ 
stration that the little countries 
are rapidly losing their fear of 
the great military machine which 
long terrified them. This will be 
driven home by recognition of 
the fact that, while Hitler might 
take 
revenge 
by 
some 
such 
move as the bombing of Lisbon, 
there is no way which he can get 
at Portugal with advantage to 
himself, since Spain lies between 
him and his little tormentor. In 
short, if the Fuehrer is smart he 
will hold his nose and swallow' 
the medicine. 
Actually, a “neutral" Portugal 
has been and may continue to be 
mighty useful both to the Ger­ 
mans and the Allies. Lisbon is 
one of 
the 
grandest 
listening 
posts in the w'orld. There the 
secret agents of all the belliger­ 
ents congregate as thick as flies 
to pick up information. They rub 
shoulders on the streets, drink 
at the same bars, dine at neigh­ 
boring tables, and search one an­ 
other’s rooms and baggage. Ifs an 
amazing set-up, but one which is 
agreeable to all parties.

are q uite so universally and com­ 
monly treated at home, or by 
neighbors, a# skin erup tions. They 
seem fated to be left in the hands 
of amateurs. 
While it is sup p osed to be my 
duty to dep lore self-medication 
and self-treatment, antf I am con­ 
stantly being reminded by my 
righteous colleagues that my func­ 
tion is to attemp t to exp lain to the 
p ublic the nature of discases so 
that they will understand why 
they should go to the doctor, I am 
not sure but that in the case of 
skin disease the treatment is not 
better left in the neighbor?' hands, 
at least until he can see that things 
are getting worse. 
Thi> op inion was strengthened 
lately when in my little summer 
community we had q uite an ep i­ 
demic of skin erup tions which 
were evidently due to contact with 
p lants. My wife. p oor wretch, as 
Mr. Pep ys would say, has been 
doing 
p atriotic 
gardening 
and 
since she is one of those sensitive 
p lant* with a hay fever tendency, 
she erup ted and became one of the 
victims. At the same time on** of 
her clo®# friends also broke out on 
the skin of the face. 


So I am going to assume that 
self-treatment of skin diseases is 
likely to continue and will attemp t 
to direct the amateur in some of 
the tru ks of the trade. One reason, 
I th.nk. maybe it’s all right for a 
fellow to treat his own skin is that 
he can see it and if it is not get­ 
ting any better he can seek some 
more learned advice. 
One of the latest discoveries 
about the skin is that normally the 
reaction of the healthy skin is 
slightly acid, but that as soon as 
there is a break and serum oozes 
out, or inflammation occurs, the 
reaction changes to alkaline. This 
rather tends to discredit the p rac­ 
tice which most amateurs or house­ 
hold dermatologists have of p ut­ 
ting baking soda on any skin erup ­ 
tion first. The baking soda is al­ 
kaline and a dds to the alkaline re­ 
action of th# skin. It exp lains also 
why solution of boric acid or alum­ 
inum acetate is beneficial, as these 
neutralize the weep ing surface.
